620 $a PHONOLOGICAL UORD $A initial C: not /r-trill/ (except in the word for "mother") $A final C: 

not /p, t-interdental, m, 1-interdental/ $A "All combinations of up to ten syllables may occur, 
except for the following limitations: (a) V and VC only occur word initially, (b) CVCC only 

occurs word medially and finally The phonemes /ash-dot/, /iota/ and /iota-trema/ fill all 

vowel positions except that /iota/ and /iota-trema/ do not occur in word Initial position. The 
phoneme /a-lons/ fills the vowel position in V, CV, and CVC syllables.
